Arab boycott : Picketing of an Sf^tian ship in 
Hew York cm an involved guestion related to the Arab->lsraeli 
dispute will cause difficulties for American civil and military 
activities in the Biddle last. The federation of Arab unions 
has announced that a full boycott of American shipe and plaims 
will go into effect on 29 April from Morocco to the Persian Gelf 
unless picketing is st<H»ped. While the boycott may not be 
unanisous, it is lihmly to be widespread.
